and Pawnee Bill's >"«r East. The man- 
agement has organized a goodly band 
of these rugged Westerners and the> 
will illustrate ihe daring equestrian 
deeds whicb have been "repeated upon 
the open prairie for more than a quar- 
ter of a century.

Rucking bronchos are no figment o 
fancy; they are as real as ihe stam- 
pede, and to successfully compete with 
these agencies for injury and death 
he must be of the genuine type o 
horseman who will live In history as 
cowboys. 
It is therefore consistent with the 


Wild West and Far East policy to de- 
pict the art of hroncho busting, as It 
must be remembered that not many 
years ago the ancestors of these same 
bronchos were the wild horse com- 
panions of the American Indian—a part 
nf the animal kingdom with which 
nature stocked the red man's hunting 
ground.
